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foundation of all free Government; for this purpose elec-
tions ought to be free and frequent, and every white *
male citizen having the qualifications prescribed by the
Constitution, ought to have the right of suffrage.

Art. g. That no power of suspending Laws or the e:
ecution of Laws, unless by, or derived from the Legisl:
ture, ought to be exercised, or allowed.

Art. 10. That freedom of speech and debate, or pr
ceedings in the Legislature, ought not to be impeachs
in any Court of Judicature.

Art. 11. That Annapolis be the place of meeting
the Legislature; and the Legislature ought not to
convened, or held at any other place but from evide

necessity.

Art. 12. That for redress of grievances, and
amending, strengthening, and for preserving the lar
the Legislature ought to be frequently convened.

Art. 13. That every man hath a right to petition -
Legislature for the redress of grievances in a peace
and orderly manner.

Art. 14. That no aid, charge, tax, burthen or :
ought to be rated, or levied, under any pretence, w
out the consent of the Legislature.
